When her husband began 
work she believed he was 
going to the job centre each 
week to tell staff how much 
he had earned and that that 
information would be given 
to the various benefits 
authorities. 

He said that Evans was 
repaying the money at £100 
a month.

MARKET IN FIGHT 
TO BOOST TRADE 


OSWESTRY street market is to embark on a huge campaign to boost 
trade after bosses revealed it had lost a third of its traders in the past 
13 years. 


David Clough, Oswestry Town Council’s retails and events manager, said the market 
had a healthy future, despite a dramatic fall in income, as plans to take part in the ‘Love 
Your Local Market Campaign’ were announced. 

Earlier this year a report to Oswestry Town Council, which runs the market, revealed 
rental income from Wednesday market traders had fallen dramatically in the last year. 

The report said income over a 12 month period totalled £12,064 compared to £18,228 
in the previous year. There was an average income of £281 compared to £424 last year, a 
decrease of £143 per week. The report added the number of traders had fallen from 22 to

18 measles 
cases reported 
in Oswestry 


EIGHTEEN of the 35 suspected cases of 
measles in Shropshire are in Oswestry, it 
has been confirmed. 

And figures have revealed that five of the 
six confirmed measles cases in the county 
are also in the town. 

The latest statistics come as health bosses 
across the border in Mid Wales say up to 
3,000 children in the region are still unpro¬ 
tected from measles. 

Bosses at Public Health England West 
Midlands say from January to May there 
have been 35 suspected cases of measles in 
Shropshire and six diagnosed cases in the 
county. However health chiefs say the fig¬ 
ures for suspected cases represent clinically 
diagnosed cases reported by clinicians to 
health protection teams in the region. 

They say these cases have not been con¬ 
firmed to be true cases of measles using an 
appropriate laboratory test and, as such, the 
numbers should be treated with caution. 

In Mid Wales health chiefs are again urg¬ 
ing parents to have children vaccinated 
after it was revealed up to 3,000 people 
between the ages of 10 and 18 are still 
unprotected from measles. 

Since the beginning of November, 1,355 
people in the area have come forward for 
unscheduled vaccination. Of these, only 364 
were aged between 10 and 18. 


21 in 12 months and added that in 1990 the 
average number of traders was 99 while in 
2000 it was 60. 

But Mr Clough said Oswestry was in a 
healthier position than many other markets 
across the country. 

“Horrendous weather conditions had a 
big impact over the last 12 months,” he said.

“We don’t have as many traders travel¬ 
ling around the country’s markets as we 
used to but what we do have is more local 
people getting into business by using 
Oswestry market. 

“Clearly Oswestry’s traditional market is 
not as big as it was but when you look across 
the country others have gone out of busi¬ 
ness. Oswestry’s market is a great place for 
established businesses and new small 
traders.” 

Councillors will be working to put 
together a business and marketing plan for 
the future and next week the market takes 
part in the Mary Portas inspired ‘Love Your 
Local Market Campaign’. 

Gareth Wilson, chief executive of 
NABMA said: “Love Your Local Market is 
the biggest market event in a generation. It 
gives people the chance of a new career and 
demonstrates how important the market is 
to the local community.” 

Ex BBC The Apprentice contender, Adam 
Corbally, a former market trader, is in town 
on Wednesday to help launch the event. 

He will also present the award for Best 
Local Council Market 2013 - awarded at the 
National Association of British Market 
Authorities conference - to the Oswestry 
market committee. He will then do a ‘meet 
and greet’ with local traders. 

On Tuesday Mr Corbally is at a meeting 
of the Start Up Oswestry Club for 18s-30s 
at Walford and North Shropshire College.

Wind farm 
protesters 
launching 
funds call 

A FIGHTING fund has been 
launched to ensure that 
campaign groups are legally 
represented at a public 
inquiry into plans to build a 
series of wind farms in Mid 
Wales next month. 

The groups, including 
Montgomeryshire Against 
Pylons, say if the plans for 
hundreds of turbines across 
the Mid Wales uplands can 
be halted it may stop the 
need for high voltage elec¬ 
tricity lines across Shrop¬ 
shire linking a new sub 
station in Cefn Coch to the 
National Grid at Frankton 
near Oswestry. 

Jonathon Wilkinson, from 
MAP, said it was vital that 
the alliance, comprising all 
the campaign groups, was 
represented by a barrister at 
the inquiry which starts in 
Welshpool on June 4. 

The inquiry will decide 
whether the refusal of plan¬ 
ning permission for five 
wind farms by Powys 
County Council should be 
upheld or overturned. They 
include proposals for 600- 
plus turbines in the Carno 
and Llanbrynmair areas. 

Mr Wilkinson said: “The 
outcome is very relevant to 
the power line proposed for 
Mid Wales and Shropshire 
as without them they may 
be no need to build it. 

“We have fundraising 
events in place to hire a bar¬ 
rister and are also urging 
people to make donations to 
the cause.”

Shock result as councillor 
loses seat after 37 years

Committee to 
take on plans 
for ex-cinema 

A STEERING committee is to be set up to 
take forward ambitious plans to convert 
Oswestry’s former cinema into a multi-pur¬ 
pose entertainment venue. 

The former Regal Cinema in Leg Street 
closed in 1994 but campaigners say the 
building, which could cost about £500,000 to 
buy, would be an ideal site for a new devel¬ 
opment to benefit the community. 

It is currently being leased as a charity 
shop by the YMCA. 

But campaigner Chas Nicholson says the 
building could be transformed into a venue 
for theatre and opera, cinema, conferences, 
music recitals, exhibitions and a space for 
education and community groups. 

He said he was encouraged by a meeting 
held at the Walls Restaurant in Oswestry to 
look at how to take the project forward. 

Various community organisations atten¬ 
ded the talks as well as Shropshire Council 
leader Keith Barrow and Oswestry’s next 
mayor Chris Schofield. 

Mr Nicholson said: “The meeting went 
well and a lot of people offered their support. 

“Finding the funding to buy the building 
will be one challenge and we would also have 
to find funding to convert it. 

Mr Nicholson said Oswestry needed a 
town centre venue for the arts. 

He said: “With a population of over 
17,000 and a catchment area of perhaps 
twice that, Oswestry is the second largest 
town in Shropshire, after Shrewsbury.” 

He added: “The old Regal cinema is now 
on the market with Celt Rowlands & Co at 
an asking price of £475,000.” 


LONG-STANDING councillor Betty Gull was the biggest casualty of 
last Thursday’s local authority elections, losing her seat on Oswestry 
Town Council. 

Miss Gull’s defeat was the main upset, leaving the councilor of 37 years stunned as she 
lost her Maserfield seat to Rebecca Evans, with Cynthia Hawksley re-elected. 

The three-times mayor could not hide her disappointment at the news saying she was 
stunned and a t a loss to know what to do next. 

Miss Gull, who has dedicated her life to local government and was also Borough Mayor 

twice, said: “I have always done my best to 
serve the people of Oswestry during my 37 
years as a councillor. 

“I never went into an election expecting 
to win but I am very disappointed that the 
people voted that they do not want me. I 
will now have to take time to think about 
the future.” 

Miss Gull, a guiding light behind the 
Oswestry In Bloom Christmas Lights cam¬ 
paigns, would have been deputy mayor-elect 
had she regained her seat. 

Miss Gull was not the only councillor to 
lose out. Romer Hoseason lost his seat in 
the reformed Castle Ward, coming last 
behind new councillor Duncan Kerr, Matt 
Lee and Amanda Woof. 

Saffron Rainey finished at the bottom of 
the voting list in the new Victoria Ward 
behind re-elected councillor Paul Milner 
and newcomer Sandy Best. 

It will be a big change in Oswestry with 
four other councillors not seeking re-elec¬ 
tion while all other town council wards were 
uncontested. 

There were no changes at Shropshire 
Council in Oswestry with Conservative 
leader Keith Barrow hailing his party’s suc¬ 
cess at the polls as a ringing endorsement 
of the Tories’ response to hard-hitting 
spending cuts. 

The Conservatives retained control of 
Shropshire Council and Councillor Barrow 
said the results reflected a successful four 
years for the Conservatives, in which they 
had cut spending by £85 million. 

“We have taken some tough decisions and 
we have been given an endorsement,” he 
said. 

“The next four years will be a challenge 
but it is one which we shall meet head-on,” 
he added 

In Councillor Barrow’s own district, 
Oswestry South, the UKIP candidate Penny 
Cotton finished third with 175 votes, 16.4 
per cent of the overall turnout. 

Duncan Kerr, of the Green Party, finished 
second with 337 votes, with Councillor Bar- 
row taking the seat with 488 votes - 45.95 
per cent of the overall turnout.

More than 150,000 postcards have been 
distributed by CRY families across the UK in 
a bid to raise awareness and lobby support 
amongst MPs. 

Chief Executive and Founder of the charity, 
Alison Cox MBE, says; “Our powerful post¬ 
card campaign is continuing to help us 
emphasise the importance of screening and 
the fact that so many of these tragic cases 
affecting fit and healthy young people could 
have been prevented.” 


Cadets aim for African trek

TWO Oswestry School pupils are hoping to 
be selected for a gruelling African expedi¬ 
tion - that even experts say is not for the 
faint-hearted. 

Members of every cadet force in the coun¬ 
try were asked whether they wanted to join 
the expedition to Kenya next year.

the 4,895-metre high summit of Point 
Lenana on Mount Kenya. 

Mr Till, who is the school’s staff instruc¬ 
tor, said: “This is an expedition not for the 
faint hearted. 

“To get to Kenya will take much dedica¬ 
tion, hard work and commitment, and to get 
to the selection weekend is a feat that 
should not be sniffed at. 

“We wish them luck during the selection 
weekend and fingers crossed we will be wav¬ 
ing them goodbye on the plane to Nairobi.” 

The community project is yet to be 
finalised but usually involves painting, 
building and general help around a school. 

The rest and recuperation part of the 
expedition will also include game drives for 
a chance to see wild animals. 

The acclimatisation period will include 
activities such as rock climbing, mountain 
biking and trekking to get the body used to 
the altitude as well as the heat. 

Should Jack and Verity both be successful 
in selection the hard part of training and 
fund raising will start. The expedition costs 
in the region of around £3,000 each.

New hope in 
wait for site 

THE decade-long wait for a new medical 
centre could be coming to an end. 

An idea has been put forward for Shrop¬ 
shire Council to build a centre on its land by 
Ellesmere Wharf and then lease it to health 
bosses to run. It had previously been hoped 
the former Shropshire Primary Care Trust 
would pay for the centre to be built. 

But health bosses said funding was lim¬ 
ited and the scheme for Ellesmere was not 
one of its main priorities. For more than a 
decade people in Ellesmere have called for a 
new medical practice because of a growing 
demand. Campaigners want a new centre to 
be included in the multi-million pound plans 
for Ellesmere Wharf. 

Local Shropshire Councillor Ann Hartley 
spoke to Ellesmere Town Council about it 
last Monday. Sultan Mahmud, director of 
commissioning for Shropshire and Stafford¬ 
shire Area Team of NHS England, said: “As 
of March 31, Ellesmere Medical Centre was 
fifth on the Shropshire priority list.”

A NORMAN invasion of a castle near Oswestry was welcomed by vil¬ 
lagers as hundreds not only took part but travelled to watch the re¬ 
enactment. 

Whittington Castle was descended on by Historia Normannis, a group of former uni¬ 
versity students who each year meet up and go back in time to 1066 when an army crossed 
the channel from France and, beginning with the Battle of Hastings travelled north to 
conquer England. 

Their weekend camp at the castle near Oswestry set out to provide an authentic expe-

rience of life as a Norman. 

Visitors were given a taste of ordinary 
live with cooking and domestic demonstra¬ 
tions throughout the weekend. There was 
also a chance to have a go at archery. 

During the weekend the re-enactors laid 
siege to the castle with an impressive siege 
engine as well as rocks and ladders. And 
for the first time they also donned armour 
for hand-to-hand combat in a specially con¬ 
structed arena. 

Castle manager Sue Ellis said the Nor¬ 
man Invasion had become an important 
date in Whittington’s calendar. 

“This is a major fundraiser for Whitting¬ 
ton Castle and helps to keep the castle open 
for future generations. We are grateful to 
the volunteers who have helped over the 
weekend, from helping with car parking to 
clearing tables in the tearoom.” 

As well as the re-enactment there was a 
medieval market with a blacksmith and his 
workshop, refreshments and craft stalls. 

The castle is the only community-run cas¬ 
tle in England, looked after by a special 
trust of villagers which has a 99-year-lease 
on the ancient monument. 

The Trust won a £950,000 Heritage Lot¬ 
tery Grant towards its now completed 
£1.5m project to repair and restore the cas¬ 
tle.

OSWESTRY’S older generation 
are proving they are not yet ready 
to put on their slippers and sit by 
the fire.

It is not 
too late 
to stop 
the cull 

I WAS born and brought up 
in a farming family in the 
mid 1930s and 40s and have 
had first-hand experience of 
the effects TB can cause. 

Several schoolfriends died 
from it, my brother spent 
many months in hospital 
due to the disease and I was 
monitored for a number of 
years. I well recall that as 
young children we were very 
frightened of this disease. 

Thanks to an intensive 
testing and slaughtering 
campaign, our herd was 
cleared of bovine TB by 1950 
and, as children, we were 
involved in cleansing the 
farm buildings, thoroughly 
scrubbing them with caustic 
soda, crying with pain as we 
lost the skin from our fin¬ 
gers. 

Having worked with ani¬ 
mals on a daily basis for over 
70 years and studied noctur¬ 
nal wildlife, first as a hobby 
but for the past 21 years 
professionally, I have taken 
a keen interest in bTB dur¬ 
ing that time. 

I would like to say this to 
Owen Paterson the Secre¬ 
tary of State for the Envi¬ 
ronment: your proposed 
badger cull, if carried out 
over the whole of the British 
Isles would maybe reduce 
bTB by 12 to 16 per cent 
over 10 years. 

What a waste of time, 
money and resources! 

It would cause an imbal¬ 
ance in nature, and still 
leave more than 80 per cent 
of the problem unresolved. 

The real causes of the dis¬ 
ease are to be found in the 
cattle industry. 

Mr Paterson said the cost 
to the taxpayer was £500 
million over the past 10 
years. Surely this is mainly 
due to the skin test that has 
been in use since the mid 
1930s and is only 80 per cent 
accurate and fails to identify 
far too many diseased cattle, 
which remain in the herds, 
spreading the disease. 

Many farmers experience 
a clear test only to find out 
that their cattle are infected 
with bTB when they are 
taken to slaughter for other 
reasons, or cattle that failed 
the test and went to slaugh¬ 
ter are free from bTB. 

Independent trials found 
that in TB hotspots of every 
eight badgers killed only one 
will have bTB. 

Cattle vaccine is the 
answer. 

It is not too late to call off 
this proposed badger cull. It 
takes a very strong man to 
say “I have got it wrong”. I 
think you have the strength.

County is 
in need of 
attracting 
business 

IT is unrealistic to think 
that cutbacks in the public 
sector will affect different 
parts of the country equally. 

In London about one in 20 
people are employed in the 
public sector. I think the fig¬ 
ure for Shropshire is about 
one in four - and for some 
parts of the country as high 
as one in two. 

If you cut back in the pub¬ 
lic sector, not only do you 
lose services at the front end 
in terms of day centres and 
care, but you take money 
out of the system that would 
pass on to private business. 

In the long term this 
means a decay in the infra¬ 
structure and a lack of 
opportunity for youngsters. 

Shropshire has to find an 
answer - and I believe this 
to be the attraction of busi¬ 
ness currently based in Lon¬ 
don. But first you need to 
accommodate and attract 
such business and this in 
turn means providing the 
right people as well as the 
right place. 

There is a shortage of the 
right people in London and 
the French take advantage 
of that and there are lessons 
to be learned from this. 

They have made a huge 
success of moving into Lon¬ 
don grabbing the top jobs in 
finance and other areas. 
These are jobs that really 
could be going to capable 
home-grown candidates. 

The way they do this is by 
having a highly intensive 
academic system that hot¬ 
houses youngsters. 

If Shropshire is to attract 
prime business it needs to 
run such intensive courses 
that would attract these 
firms as well as providing 
quality candidates for local 
firms. 

This would enable local 
talent to stay in Shropshire, 
and enable those who can¬ 
not afford further education 
fees to develop such skills. 

The “lower wattage” 
property market in Shrop¬ 
shire would be attractive to 
firms facing a shortage of 
staff without having to 
recruit at high cost. 

When you live in Shrop¬ 
shire you see plenty of raw 
talent that suffers from a 
lack of education and a lack 
of opportunity. 

The only way to replace a 
declining public sector is to 
create a new infrastruc¬ 
ture - and I think that sav¬ 
ings from the public sector 
and savings generated in 
places like the City of Lon¬ 
don should be deployed to 
create this.

In the absence of any such document the standard position is that you will 
automatically have a ‘Partnership at Will’, the terms of which will be governed by the Partnership Act 1890. As this Act is 120 years old, and has general 
application, the legislation is unlikely to address all the issues that your specific partnership may face. Further, the provisions which will be implied by the 
Act may therefore not necessarily be helpful to any of the partners, and may not reflect what was agreed in principle or what actually occurs in practice. 
According to the 1890 Act, a partnership automatically comes into existence when persons are “carrying on a business in common with a view of profit”. 
Unfortunately, a partner is not however required under the 1890 Act to do anything towards the running of the business, and therefore does not even have 
to turn up to work. Nevertheless, the default position is that all partners share the profits equally, irrespective of how much time or capital they put into the 
business. 

Even worse from your perspective if you do not have a properly drafted agreement is that under the 1890 Act a partner cannot retire or be expelled. 

This would therefore leave you with the single option of dissolving the partnership, which would involve dividing the assets and sharing the proceeds 
(or liabilities) equally between you. All this demonstrates the importance of having a properly drafted partnership agreement drawn up by a Solicitor before 
entering into any business partnership.

Bosses say that to allow 
the work to be carried out 
safely and quickly, Severn 
Trent Water will be putting 
temporary traffic lights in 
place for two weeks. 

This will be followed by a 
road closure on Manafon 
Road from Pant-Y-Ffridd 
through to the junction with 
Fillindre. 

There will be a diversion 
route in place and this will 
be clearly signed.

Workshops on

Cyclist seeks good Samaritan 
who helped after accident 


AN Oswestry pensioner who suffered horrific 
injuries when he came off his bike is appeal¬ 
ing for the motorist he believes may have 
saved his life to come forward. 

Mike Bickford, 68, says the driver blocked off the road 
with his car to stop other vehicles striking him as he lay 
unconscious and badly injured in the road. 

Mr Bickford, who suffered two broken elbows and serious 


injuries to his face and 
wrists, wants to say thank 
you in person to the 
motorist. 

The retired firefighter 
came off his bike at about 
9.25pm on April 16 on Wat’s 
Drive near to its junction 
with Coppice Drive. 

He believes he struck the 
edge of a fire hydrant, left 
exposed by a pothole 
although says he has no rec¬ 
ollection of the crash, having 
been unconscious for about 
half an hour. 

Mr Bickford said: “It was 
a clear night, I was not going 
too fast and I was cycling 
with a light on. All I remem¬ 
ber is the road surface turn¬ 
ing very gravelly. 

“I presume that was the 
pothole which I believe has 
now been filled in. Then I 
just remember this bang and 
then coming over the han¬ 
dlebars of the bike. 

“My next vague recollec¬ 
tion is of paramedics helping 
me in to the ambulance and 
my first full recollection is 
sitting in the back of the 
ambulance.

“That was about half an 
hour after the crash so I was 
out for about half an hour. 

“I have pieced together 
what I think what happened 
from what I have been told 
and heard. It seems a driver 
must have seen me in the 
road and they blocked the 
road with their car and 
called for an ambulance. 

“I don’t know who it was 
and I have been unable to 
trace them so I am asking 
through the Shropshire Star 
to contact me so I can thank 
them. 

“I would ask them or any¬ 
body who knows them to 
contact the Shropshire Star 
Oswestry office and we can 
get in touch. 

“I hate to think what 
could have happened if a car 
had come around and hit me 
as I lay there.” 

Mr Bickford was taken to 
the Royal Shrewsbury Hos¬ 
pital for treatment. Among 
his injuries was a facial frac¬ 
ture, cuts around his eyes 
and two broken elbows.

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Club talk 
about life 
on a sugar 
plantation 

MEMBERS of a club for 
retired professionals in 
Ellesmere heard a talk on 
what life was like on a South 
American sugar plantation 
in the early 1960s. 

Edward Pugh gave a talk 
to Ellesmere Probus Club on 
Thursday (May 2) about his 
work as a technical field 
superintendent on a vast 
estate in what was then 
British Guiana in 1961. 

He had just graduated 
from agricultural college 
when, at the age of 21, he 
took the job to determine 
the optimum time for har¬ 
vesting the sugar cane based 
on the level to which the 
sugar had risen in the 
plants. 

He revealed some of the 
technical procedures 

involved in extracting the 
sugar, but in the main 
described what life was like 
for a young man thousands 
of miles away from home in 
an undeveloped country 
where most roads were just 
‘burnt earth’. 

The next meeting of the 
group is at Ellesmere Com¬ 
rades Club on June 6, start¬ 
ing at 10.30am. Bill 
Johnstone will give a talk 
about the Gretna Secret 
War. 

The club’s annual outing, 
a visit to Bury Market fol¬ 
lowed by a ride on the East 
Lancashire Railway, takes 
place on June 19. 

A further trip is being 
planned for September.

DEMONSTRATORS took to the streets of Oswestry, opposing the Government’s austerity 
policies on Saturday. 

The peaceful protest began at the gates at Cae Glas Park and made its way through 
Church Street and Bailey Street to the Bailey Head in Oswestry. 

More than a dozen people of all ages joined the demonstration, organised by the 99 per 
cent People’s Unity Party, tying in with a larger demonstration at the Houses of Parliament 
in London on Saturday. The newly created national party is calling for a fairer tax sys¬ 
tem. 

It was arranged by Deborah Harris because a member of the Shifty Chicken Shed band 
she plays in was friends with the organiser of the London march. 

“I wasn’t able to travel down to London so thought, why not organise a peaceful protest 
in Oswestry?” Deborah said.“We want to protest against the austerity measures which 
are having such an effect on the ordinary people. Everything from the bedroom tax to the 
cuts in the NHS and the police is having repercussions on all but the most wealthy in 
Britain.” 

One of the speakers at the event in Oswestry was Green Party member and newly 
appointed town councillor, Duncan Kerr.He said: “The event has been organised by the 
99 per cent group, which is along the same principle as the Occupy movement.“The group 
opposes policies which benefit one per cent of the richest people of the country.” 

Record shop heralds

A COPY of legendary Smiths’ record This

vinyl. 

The famous EP was the first record to be 
sold at Oswestry’s new Outwhere Records 
shop after it opened its doors for the first 
time last week. 

The Beatrice Street shop means the town 
has an outlet stocking vinyl records and CDs 
for the first time in 20 years. 

It was opened by music fan Gordon Mills, 
who said he was delighted with the initial 
response. 

Browse 

The 53-year-old said: “It has been great. 
We have had a steady trickle of people com¬ 
ing in, which has been lovely. 

“A lot of people have been coming in just 
to have a look at what we have got and to 
browse through our collections. 

“A lot of music fans just enjoy the browse. 
There is something special about it.” 

Mr Mills, a former learning disabilities 
nurse, was encouraged to open the new 
business by friends from the People’s Vinyl 
Collective, a group which meets weekly at 
The Ironworks to play some of their 


favourite tunes and chat about music. 

He said: “It has been as much about chat 
as about doing business on the first opening 
day. 

“It is great to see so many people who are 
enthusiastic about vinyl records and about 
music.” 

Mr Mills, from Morda, said it was a pleas¬ 
ure to chat to music fans and offer them 
advice. 

He said: “Customers have been asking 
about styluses, for example, so I have been 
telling them about a chap in Wrexham who 
sells styluses. 

“I used to go in there a lot and would 
spend about two hours browsing. 

“Other customers have been telling me 
about new record labels. It has been an edu¬ 
cation listening to what they have been say¬ 
ing.” 

Outwhere Records offers new and used 
records as well as selling online to people 
around the country. 

Mr Mills said: “I want to have lots of 
trade and I will cater for anyone who’s 
interested, especially the young ones. I’ll try 
to supply as many people who as interested 
in music as possible.”

PARISH councillors say they ‘strongly object’ to plans to build nearly 
70 homes in Morda. 

Members of Oswestry Rural Parish Council say they fear the plans for 69 new houses, 
including nine affordable homes will create traffic problems and argue that the proposed 
site is outside the village boundary. 

The council lodged its objection in response to an application for outline approval by 
applicants Mr and Mrs Hughes of Llawrypant, Selattyn, who want to build the houses in 
Weston Road, Morda. They say the plans will help address the lack of affordable homes. 

The couple also say their plans meet 
Shropshire’s five-year housing supply tar¬ 
gets. The plans follow approval of a separate 
planning application to build 21 homes in 
the area by Severnside Housing group. 

Although the 69-home plans will include 
a £440,000 payment for community infra¬ 
structure improvements, members of 
Oswestry Rural Parish Council say they are 
unacceptable. 

In their objection to Shropshire Council, 
the parish councillors say: “The parish 
council strongly objects to this development. 

“The development sits outside the village 
boundary and the council decided not to 
support any building developments until 
after they have consulted with its local com¬ 
munity to determine future need and devel¬ 
opment scale. 

“This council also objected to the afford¬ 
able housing of 21 houses on a nearby site 
but the application was allowed anyway. 

“Morda has seen large-scale development 


in recent years increasing traffic movement 
and with Weston Road and Kingfisher Way 
as the main access routes for this develop¬ 
ment the situation will become worse. 

“Weston Road is an unclassified lane with 
no pavements and is already a busy com¬ 
muter route to access the Maesbury Road 
Industrial Estate. 

“Kingfisher Way is a very quiet residen¬ 
tial area but with the increased traffic from 
60-plus houses it will become a rat run. 

“There is also a safety factor with the 
suggestion regarding routing of a footpath 
through the village hall car park to St 
Annes Drive. This will be a danger to pedes¬ 
trians crossing it.” 

Several Morda residents have also writ¬ 
ten to Shropshire Council with their objec¬ 
tions Shropshire Council hope to make a 
decision on the application by July 12.

But is this a shameless dilution of the brand, 
or a worthy expansion of JCW performance 
potential? 

The Paceman doesn’t, perhaps, occupy the 
most obvious niche MINI has yet entered, with 
a raised compact SUV-like driving position, a 
sloping, coupe-like roof line and three doors, 
so there are some who have already dis¬ 
missed the JCW Paceman as a marketing 
exercise. 

But they’re wrong. There’s real talent under 
the Paceman’s skin to match its beefy and 
aggressive looks; you just have to dig a little 
to find it. 

More of that after a closer look at the car’s 
raw ingredients. 

Turbocharged 

Under the bonnet you’ll find a 215bhp tur¬ 
bocharged 1.6-litre petrol engine, much the 
same as in any other John Cooper Works 
model. 

But in the Paceman, which shares the five- 
door Countryman’s chassis, it’s linked to four- 
wheel drive which gives its own advantages 
and drawbacks. 

Thanks to massive traction and advanced 
electronic back-up systems it’s almost impos¬ 
sible to spin any of the wheels away from a 
standstill for more than an instant, even on 
snow. 

Of course the system does bring a weight 
penalty but it’s worth the trade-off for the 
improvement in driveability. 

It helps to provide seriously stable handling,

and with the test carried out in near-freezing 
conditions on cold weather tyres the JCW 
Paceman could really strut its stuff and show 
off the delightful compliancy in its chassis 
when it’s being pushed hard. 

If you’re lacking commitment along a coun¬ 
try road the car can actually feel quite awk¬ 
ward with a bouncy ride and boomy engine 
between 2,000 and 3,000rpm, and it’s only 
when you up the ante and go all out that the 
JCW Paceman shows you what it can do. 

The ride becomes astonishingly composed, 
with the suspension absorbing all kinds of hits 
in its stride and seldom nudging the car off its 
line at all. 

There’s some initial body roll in corners 
which is to be expected with a car of this 
height and weight, but all in all it’s a great set¬ 
up for fast road use. 


Revved hard the engine has a rorty zing. At 
higher speeds the initially slightly artificial-feel¬ 
ing steering gives way to impressive feedback 
and accuracy and the front end becomes 
nicely active mid-corner, pulling towards or 
pushing away from the apex depending on 
your throttle inputs. 

Squeeze 

Through corners a natural tendency towards 
slight understeer is countered with a squeeze 
of the go-pedal, which turns it into neutrality 
and rapid forward motion in a heartbeat. 

With a relatively soft power delivery, though, 
it’s done so in a very forgiving way. 

The JCW Paceman isn’t about to catch you 
out or spit you into a tree, and in fact it’s 
almost impossible within the limits of sane 


driving to get the rear end to move much at all. 
But it still feels lighter than its 1,475kg. It feels 
agile and eager to attack bends in the same 
way as the smaller JCW hatchback. 

There’s some turbo lag and there are faster- 
responding turbocharged engines out there, 
but this is a user-friendly choice and is as 
happy trundling along at urban speeds as it is 
howling along mountain passes. 

Either way, the gearbox is on the firmer side 
when you’re sliding the lever between the six 
ratios, but it’s set up well with just enough 
notchy feeling to let you know each gear is 
properly located. 

Its only flaw is that it’s a little too easy to find 
reverse instead of first. 

But of course the driving experience isn’t the 
real reason people will buy this car. 

It’s the other factors that the driving experi¬ 


ence is balanced with, like the raised driving 
position - which, with the amount of headroom 
still on offer, reminds you how big the Pace- 
man really is - and the dual-layer boot floor for 
extra practicality. 

It’s no family car but it does have useful lug¬ 
gage space. Getting in and out is easy, aside 
from a notable rearward stretch to grab the 
seat belt. 

The Paceman cuts out some of the light for 
rear passengers compared to the Countryman 
so it’s less suited to carrying four people, but 
the perches are there should they be needed. 

There are a number of reasons why the JCW 
Paceman shouldn’t make sense and it’s cer¬ 
tainly not a cheap choice, but it’s completely 
unique in its blend of looks and talents, and 
like it or not it’s a blast to drive. On that basis 
it’s going to win fans.

Only the Italians could do it. The Ger¬ 
mans, Swedes, Koreans, Japanese, 
Americans et al, would never dream 
of it. A bottle holder would be as far 
as manufacturers from these coun¬ 
tries would go. So what is Fiat offer¬ 
ing on its latest car to hit our roads? 

An espresso coffee maker as an option on the 
Fiat 500L - and not just any espresso maker but 
one of the most stylish brand - a Lavazza. Well 
what do you expect from a company that comes 
from one of the most stylish countries in the world? 

No more queuing for indifferent coffee at the 
motorway services - park up, switch on the 
machine and a few minutes later, hey presto. 

And it is a logical step for Fiat to take when you 
consider that many people will opt for the car 
because of its looks and how it stands out from 
others in the sector. 

But back to more serious things. 

This is the 500 gone big. For those who loved 
the retro-style while young, free and single but now 
need something a little bigger. Perhaps because 
they’ve settled down and started a family or just 
because they want to make a statement with a little 
flair. And it has bags of that. 

The 500L is a practical family car for those that 
need more than the cute but small 500 with its 
three-door body. And it isn’t just a smidge bigger, 


it’s a lot bigger - 60cm longer than the 500,18cm 
taller and it has a 31cm longer wheelbase. And 
plans for the 500 range don’t end here - there’s 
also an SUV type version to follow along with a 
seven-seat model. 

Fiat 500L claims to combine practicality and 
internal flexibility and indeed it does. A ‘cab for¬ 
ward’ design frees up passenger space and it can 
easily accommodate five passengers and more 
importantly their five suitcases, although it has to 
be said not cases large enough for a month away. 
The 400-litre boot is adjustable on three levels, 


while the 60:40 split-fold rear seats slide back and 
forward adding to the practicality. 

You get a real feeling of space inside thanks to 
deep-all-round windows which also give driver and 
passengers great visibility. And the interior layout 
and finish is very well put together showing yet 
more Italian flair.

driving 

changes

Kia has bucked the trend to make 
every new model bigger than the one 
it replaces, with the new (and spa¬ 
cious) Carens people carrier. 

Shorter, narrower and lower than before, the 
seven-seat Carens stays roomy inside, thanks to 
stretching front and rear wheels further apart. 

It’s the final model in the current Kia family to have been 
shaped under the influence of design chief Peter Schreyer, 
formerly of Audi and responsible for the modern Euro look 
of the Korean brand. 

But an MPV needs to be more than good looking, indeed 
some prosper even after an attack with the ugly stick. It’s sim¬ 
ply got to work as a daily workhorse, on the school run or as 
holiday holdall. 

So this third generation Carens is coming to the UK as a 
seven-seater in all its versions, with prices from £17,895 to 
£23,895, and with a second row of three individual seats, 
instead of the less practical split bench of the old car. 

Each seat folds flat and slides, making it easier to clamber 
into the rearmost duo, where anyone up to growing teenager 
size should be comfortable. Kia says the boot it bigger than 
before and, a nice touch, the front passenger seat folds flat 
to allow something like a ladder to be carried without resort¬ 
ing to a roof rack. 


Boost 

There are three engines on offer, with a petrol version lead¬ 
ing off the range. Most popular is expected to be the 114 
horsepower diesel fitted to the test car, while the same 
engine with a 20 horsepower boost tops the range. 

Kia has shaken off its cheap but cheerful image in remark¬ 
ably short order and is now confident enough to price its cars 
around the same level as the more established competition, 
but keeping a couple of useful sales advantages up its cor¬ 
porate sleeve. 

First is the seven-year warranty; the best in the business 
and meaning a Kia buyer today would still have factory cover 
in 2020, unless the car had covered a stellar mileage. 

Then there’s the Carens’s raft of standard equipment, with 
the most popular £20,595 grade ‘2’ diesel having alloy 
wheels, reversing peepers, auto lights and wipers, folding 
door mirrors and dual-zone air conditioning alongside the 
remote central locking, electric windows all round and cruise 
control fitted across the range. 

The steering wheel is leather wrapped and a bit chunky 
for some hands and the handbrake is close enough to the 
gear lever housing and central armrest to be mildly awkward 
to grasp, although nobody these days seems to bother any¬ 
way. 

Anyway, handbrake off, and we set off on a test drive. The 
diesel engine is decently distant, the car pulls well and the 
gears slot into place with minimal work from clutch foot and 
shift-change arm. 

The Carens rides well and there is clearly more emphasis 
on keeping passengers happy than thrilling the driver. 

Bigger smiles, though, when the trip computer showed 
58mpg after a test run on a typical set of roads, including 
enough in-town queues to feel like the 8am run to school. 

When you do set off there will be no horrors in store, even 
on a hill; the Carens keeps the brakes on until you touch the 
accelerator. So you probably can’t take your driving test in 
this one. 

Pass in something smaller and keep the Carens on the 
back burner until you’re a bit older and can hear the patter 
of tiny feet.

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When training turned to tragedy 


Toby Neal looks into the 
sad tale of a wartime 
pilot who lost control of 
his aircraft over 
Oswestry 


IT MUST have been a spectac¬ 
ular “beat up” as an aircraft 
roared from the skies and 
swooped low over a house on 
the eastern outskirts of 
Oswestry. 

The pilot, Sergeant Jack 
Twelftree, was putting on a bit of a 
show - as the house he was buzzing 
was that of his crewman’s wife. 

Whether she was watching his 
spectacular display is not known. 
But, had she been, what happened 
next would have been horrifying. 

In a tight turn at low level, the pilot 
lost control and the aircraft crashed. 
Her husband, and Sergeant Twelftree, 
both died. 

Historian 

It is just one of a number of tragic air 
accidents which happened in wartime in 
the Oswestry area, and the story of 
them, and all the other military aircraft 
crashes in Shropshire, is told in a new 
book by Shropshire aviation historian 
Tom Thorne. 

During World War Two over 470 died 
in accidents caused by bad weather, bad 
luck, bad judgment, malfunctioning 
equipment, and the recklessness of 
youth. 

And as Oswestry had an airfield vir¬ 
tually on the doorstep with the big Spit¬ 
fire training base at RAF Rednal, it was 
to see its fair share. 

It was from Rednal that the Miles 
Martinet piloted by Sergeant Twelftree 
took off on July 19, 1943. 

Its mission was to tow a target - a

“During the course of the flight the 
pilot began unauthorised low flying 
over his drogue operator’s wife’s 
house, lost control in a tight turn at 
200ft, and crashed,” writes Mr 
Thorne. 

The accident happened at Middle¬ 


ton, to the east of Oswestry, at 
1.20pm. 

Sergeant Twelftree was 32 and a 
married man, whose home was at 
Irthlingborough, Northamptonshire, 
where he is buried. 

The drogue operator was Aircrafts¬ 
man Herbert Alexander Peters, aged 
36, of Walthamstow. He is buried in 
the City of London Cemetery, Manor 
Park. 


Mr Thorne's book “Pancakes & 
Prangs” names his wife as Sarah 
Elizabeth Peters, nee Fletcher. 

Among other Oswestry area acci¬ 
dents featured is one with a happier 
outcome. 

Spitfire 

Again, it involved an aircraft from 
RAF Rednal, this time a Spitfire, a 
presentation aircraft named “Bengal 


Railway I”. While on a training flight 
on November 26, 1943, it suffered 
engine failure and belly-landed in a 
field at “Parry’s Farm” - Mr Thome 
is pretty certain the correct address 
is actually Perry Farm - Whittington, 
at 3pm. 

The pilot was a 23-year-old Pole, 
Sergeant Zbigniew Bezwuklo, who 
was unhurt. He was to survive the 
war.

Magpies are victims of 
some really bad press 


ON THE 
WILD SIDE 

with Ben Waddams 


NOT being an animal lover, but instead more 
interested in the scientific curiosities (and 
delights) which animals bring me, as well as 
happily knowing that despite a desire to 
spend a life-time observing animal behaviour, 
one will never understand everything about 
the natural world, means I’m reasonably well- 
placed to give the following verdict: There’s 
nothing wrong with magpies. 

Forget good and bad luck, let’s look at the science of this 
much maligned corvid. 

After pigeons, they are, according to the RSPB, one of the 
most vilified birds in the UK. Near the top of most people’s 
list of reasons is, apparently, “they’re a bit cheeky” - anthro¬ 
pomorphism is not an exact science - but the other reason has 
to do with spring. 

The magpie’s reputation as a contributor to the decline in 
British small birds is well known. Its role however (rather 
than its reputation), is questionable at best. Various studies 
of songbird declines have found changing agricultural prac¬ 
tices are overwhelmingly the largest contributor to the dete¬ 
rioration of our small garden bird species. 

Magpies, in fact, began to increase in population as song¬ 
birds decreased. And although this sounds like a convincing 
piece of evidence against the magpie, if you think about it for 
a moment - it isn’t. How can a species continue to increase 
whilst its food source is decreasing? 

If we look further down the list of culprits, in order of sever¬ 
ity, up pops the domestic cat, far ahead of any corvid. 

I’ve mentioned this before, so won’t go into it again, that 
although magpies will add easy-to-find nestlings and fledg¬ 
lings to their diet, this is a natural part of the predator-prey

Wild craft and outdoor activities 
are held throughout the year and 
there is also camping and other 
accommodation including yurts and 
teepees available.
